"Our boya are working in a public 
garden. A terrible panic prevails, as 
the earth continues to tremble at regu­ 
lar intervals. Send us tents that we 
may 
establish an oilee out in the 
country/' 


All communication with the west 
coast has been cut off sinoe the move­ 
ment of the Unit big shock, and it is 
not known to what extent that region 
suffered. The nearest big town, Aca­ 
pulco, which is 131 kilometers to the 
southwest of this place, has not been 
heard from. 


Both the volcanoes of Jorullo and 
Camola are in this region and are in 
eruption, and it is feared that the mo­ 
tion of the earth may cause them to 
become more active and deatroy much 
property and many lives. 


The city of Acapulco is located 97 
kilometers from the nearest railway 
line, and it will be impossible for the 
people to flee except on foot or on 
horseback. 
This fact caused a con­ 
siderable amount of anxiety, because 
the state Is inhabited by a great num­ 
ber of Americans, who are engaged in 
prospecting for mines. 


HALF OF MEXICO SHAKEN 


Earthquake Felt By Entire 8outhern 
Part of Country. 


City of Mexico, April 16. — Word 
from the center of the great destruc­ 
tion of the earthquake was flrst given 
to this capitol by the Associated Press 
after repeated trials to establish com­ 
munication with the stricken districts. 
As yet wires to the section are work­ 
ing badly and no exact estimate of the 
number of dead has been received. It 
is believed, however, that the total 
death list will be large. 


There were no deaths in Mexico 
City, and beyond damaged plaster and 
cracked and fallen walls the property 
loss will be insignificant. Owing to thm 
long duration of the shock this is con­ 
sidered most remarkable and is only 
accounted for by the peculiar swell­ 
like motion of the earthquake, which 
was regular and from east to west. 


From messages received at the tele­ 
graph office here it appears that the 
entire southern half of the republic, 
including the lower country and the 
“mesa” belt, felt the shock of Sun­ 
day night. 


Messages from as far north at San 
Luis Potosi and as far south as the 
city of San Juan Bautista, in the state 
of Tabasco, reports that the shock 
was felt in varying degrees. But at no 
place up to date has a loss of life or 
great destruction of property been re­ 
ported except in the state of Guer­ 
rero. 
From 
these reports it would 
seem that the last earth tremble was 
greater in extent than any that has 
preceded It during the last half cen­ 
tury. The boundary line of the north*

Smiling 
and confident as he entered the court 
room, he sank limply Into his chair 
when Foreman Deming B. Smith, in 
response to a question by Clerk Penny 
as to whether a verdict 
had 
been 
agreed upon, said: “We have not.M 


The mother, her features hidden be­ 
hind a dense veil of black, sat stolid 
and motionless. In ill health of late, 
she had felt severely the strain and 
■tress of the long hours of anxious 
waiting. The wife, by her husband's 
side, gripped his hand tightly as the 
Jury foreman spoke, and then, when he 
sunk down by her side, she tried to 
cheer him as best she could by saying 
that she believed he would now be ad­ 
mitted to bail and that a second Jury 
would surely set him free. The mother, 
the sisters and the brothers, pale and 
well nigh exhausted by their tedious, 
nerve 
racking 
wait for a verdict, 
smiled wanly at Thaw as he was led 
away again to the Tombs. They were 
permitted to speak with him for a few 
moments to bid him be of good cheer, 
before he crossed the "Bridge of 
Sighs" to the cell in the prison, which, 
until a few minutes before, he had 
hoped that he was about to quit for* 
ever. 


Thaw, when he had returned to the 
Tombs prepared and gave out the fol­ 
lowing statement: 


"I believe that every man in the 
Jury possessing average intelligence, 
excepting possibly Mr. Bolton, compre­ 
hend the weight of evidence and bal­ 
anced it for acquittal. All my family 
bid me good-bye with courage. I trust 
(D. V.) we may all keep well." 


To his attorneys Thaw said he was 
deeply disappointed. 


Was Instantly Killed For Opposing 


Her Marriage. 


Philadelphia, April 15.—Alfred Ra- 
vello, aged 23 years, was shot and in­ 
stantly killed at his home here by Jo­ 
seph Dalrego, his sister's flance.'Dal- 
rego, it appears,, had secured a license 
for the marriage of himself and Miss 
Ravello, who is but 18 year* old. He 
went to the house and tried to induce 
her to agree to have an early wedding. 
She would not set the day. Alfred Ra­ 
vello joined in the conversation and 
said that if ho had the say in the mat­ 
ter his sister should not marry. Dal­ 
rego, in a rage, drew a revolver and 
fired three shots at Miss Ravello. The 
bullets went wild and the girl fled. Her 
brother tried to grapple with Dalrego 
and was shot through the heart Dal­ 
rego fled and was captured on a trol­ 
ley car by the father of the girl and 
the murdered boy. 


ONE KILLED, TEN INJURED 


Trains On Philadelphia A Western 
Railroad Collide. 


Philadelphia, April 16. — Gulseppe 
Gaspiro was killed and 10 other Italian 
laborers were injured in a collision 
between 
construction trains on tho 
now Philadelphia & Western railroad 
just outside of the city limits. A loco­ 
motive, tender and flat car, going west 
from the terminus of the road at 69th 
and Market streets, in the city, ran 
into a similar train coming east. The 
flat cars on both trains were filled with 
workmen. After the collision the east 
bound train ran backward down a long 
grade and jumped the track. It ran 
into a freight car on a Pennsylvania 
railroad siding, side-swiped a way sta­ 
tion at City Line and turned turtle, 
Guiseppe Gaspiro was burled under 
the debris. 


Five Killed In Wreck. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 16.—Running 
at a speed of 70 miles an hour on a 
straight 
track, the Great 
Northern 
west-bound Oriental Limited was de­ 
railed at Bartlett, N. D. Five persons 
were killed and a score or more in­ 
jured, some of them seriously. 
After 
the wreck a gaa tank exploded and 
the train took fire, seven passenger 
coaches being destroyed, the sleeper 
and observation cars escaping the 
flames. There is said to be some evi­ 
dence that the rails had been tam­ 
pered with.

A person who possesses two hundred millions or five hundred 
millions of dollars, certainly looms up like a Colossus, 
Does 
ho excel in quality as he towers above others magnltuae? 
It does not seem to me that we can call tho type developed in the m ^ e r n 
Croe-suses one that pays for the social sacrifice involved in developing iw 
one that is satisfactory on its own account. 
In the first place, they are me 
victims of a certain kind of Intemperance, intemperance in gain—their i"® 
without repose, they aro pursued by the demon of unrest. They may surrouna 
themselves with all the Instrumentalities of enjoyment, but they tend to QO- 
stroy within themselves the capacity for enjoyment. 


In the second place, the commercial attitude, the attitude of oalculatmg 
self-interest which becomes 'ingrained In the mind of the twealth-getter, is 
unfavorable to true magnanimity of spirit and di^lnterestednosis. or the power 
to sink self in some larger objeot of contemplation, some purpose transcending 
the puny considerations of private advantage or glory. 
. ,

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In the third place, the tendency of wealUi-getting is to narrow the heart 
of the wealth^getter by accustoming him to look upon follow-belnga from an 
entirely external point of view, to see in thom only the tools or Instruments 
by which to build up the fabric of his own material greatness; to use them- or 
abuse them, and thus he misses—save perhaps In the bosom of his family and 
of his immedlato friends—the deepest satisfaction that can come to any hu- 
man being, the satisfaction that arl-ses in the wisdom we gain. In the pains 
and joys we experience, -by coming Into touch with the Inner side of our fel- 
lows. feeling the motion of their spirits in our own. 
It has been said by the 
champions of tho handicrafts movement, who would have us abandon the use 
of maohlne-made furniture in our homes, that m order to live a truly human 
life, even the inanimate things that make up our environment -should nave 
upon them the touch of human personality, that our life may everywhere be 
quickened by contact with life. Still more Is this true of our human environ- 
ment. The habit of using others for purposes of gain, the fatal willingness to 
thrive at the expense of others, has the effect of turning toward us only the 
mechanical external side of others, and of effectually excluding us from that 
love and genius In them wherein they are most human. We touch hands with 
them, Indeed, but through prison bars—bars which -we ourselves have erected.

Great Importance uf the C u r v e s in Sea I^evei Canal 
Construction. 


B y S e c r e t a r y T a f t , 


HE oea-level canal, as projected, is to be 40 feet deep, 160 feet 
wiJc across the bottom in earth, v/ith sFoplng banks so as to 
make its width vary from 300 to 400 feet on the surface; and 
200 feet in rock, with a width at the sur/ace of 20S feet, so thai 
tho sides in rock are virtually vei'tical. 
Th^ amount in rock 
slightly exceeds that in earth, hut for practical purposes half 
of tlie land canal is 150 fee^t across the bottom, and half of it is 
200 feet. In or^ier to avoid great excavation, both types of canal have coji- 
siderable curvature. 
The curvature of the course in the lock canal is not 
Important, for thi^ reason that it -occurs mainly in lakes in which the channel 
generally'exce^cb 5ou feet in wldtui, and for much of t.ie i^^ay reaches l,uuO 
feet. 


The curvature in the sea-level canal is, however of the utmost importance, 
because it is so narrow, and at times the current must be considered. 
From 
shore line to .'incre line the curvature of the sna lovel canal is about 44 per 
cent, of tho whole distance and is nearly 14 dogrees per mile; and for twenty 
miles toward the Atlantic shore from the pohit where the water of the Ohagres 
River is to be taken into the canal the curvature is 5C pQ-r cent, of the distance, 
and averages n-^arly 17 degrees per mile. The curves are made long, and as 
gentld as pi<ssiblo, but thoy are to be considered in connection »wjth the pos- 
sible current in the canal produced by the water which i.s to be l?t into t-iie 
canal from the streams of the valley through v.hich the canal is to be con- 
fitructed.—The 
Century,

i^T us now ask, is it then beneficial to those who possess the w ealth 
themselves? 
Is the life led by the modern Croesus desirable, or 
enviable? 
Nietzsche has given currency to the fantastic idea of 
supermen. 
The huge wealth-gett’ers are supermen in one sense. 
A person who possesses two hundred millions or five hundred 
millions of dollars, certainly looms up like a Colossus. 
Does 
ho excel in quality as he towers above others magnitude? 


It does not seem to me that we can call the type developed in the modern 
Croesuses one that pays for the social sacrifice involved in developing it, or 
one that is satisfactory on its own account, 
In the first place, they are the 
victims of a certain kind of intemperance, intemperance in gain—their life Is 
without repose, they are pursued by the demon of unrest. They may surround 
themselves with all the instrumentalities of enjoyment, but they tend to do 
stroy within themselves the capacity for enjoyment. 


In the second place, the commercial attitude, the attitude of calculating 
self-interest which becomes «ingrained in the mind of the »wealth-getter, is 
unfavorable to true magnanimity of spirit and di,3 interestednos's, or the power 
to sink self in some larger object of contemplation, some purpose transcending 
the puny considerations of private advantage or glory. 


In the third place, the tendency of wealth-getting is to narrow the heart 
of the wealth«getter by accustoming him to look upon follow-beings from an 
entirely external point of view, to see in them only the tools or instruments 
by which to build up the fabric of his own material greatness; to use them* or 
abuse them, and thus he misses—save perhaps In the bosom of his family and 
of his immediate friends—the deepest satisfaction that can come to any hu­ 
man being, the satisfaction that arises in the wisdom we gain, in the pains 
and joys we experience, «by coming into touch with the inner side of our fel- 
low.s, feeling the motion of their spirits in our own. 
It has been said by the 
champions of tho handicrafts movement, who would have us abandon the use 
of machine-made furniture in our homes, that in order to live a truly human 
life, even the inanimate things that make up our environment ‘should have 
upon them the touch of human personality, that our life may everywhere be 
quickened by contact with life. 
Still more Is this true of our human environ­ 
ment. 
The habit of using others for purposes of gain, the fatal willingness to 
thrive at the expense of others, has the effect of turning toward us only the 
mechanical external side of others, and of effectually excluding us from that 
love and genius in them wherein they are most human. We touch hands with 
them, indeed, but through prison bars—bars which «we ourselves have erected.

Great Importance of the Curve« in tSea Level Canal 


Construction. 


By Secretary Taft, 


HE sea-level canal, as projected, i9 to be 40 feet deep, 150 feet 
wile across the bottom in earth, with sfoping banks so as to 
make its width vary from 300 to 400 feet on the surface; and 
200 feet in rock, with a width at the surface of 20S feet, so tha\ 
the sides in rock are virtually vertical. 
The amount in rock 
slightly exceeds that in earth, hut for practical purposes half 
of the land canal is 150 feet across the bottom, and half of it is 
200 feet. 
In order to avoid great excavation, both types of canal have con­ 
siderable curvature. 
The curvature of the course in the lock canal is not 
important, for th^ reason that it occurs mainly in lakes in which the channel 
generally e x c e l s 5ou feet in widtui, and for much of foe a*ay reaches I,uu0 
feet. 


The curvature in the sea-level canal is, however of the utmost importance, 
because It is so narrow, and at times the current must be considered. 
From 
shore line to snore line the curvature of the ssa lovel canal is about 44 per 
cent, of tho whole distance and is nearly 14 degrees per mile; and for twenty 
miles toward the Atlantic shore from the point where the water of the Ohagres 
River is to be taken into the canal the curvature is 50 per cent, of the distance, 
and averages nearly 17 degrees per mile. 
The curves are made long, and as 
gentle as possible, but they are to be considered in connection «with the pos­ 
sible current in the canal produced by the water which is to be let into tne 
canal from the streams of the valley through which the canal is to be con­ 
structed.—The Century,

and shake him until he sprang into 
the saddle and galloped toward the 
enemy. Also, how the great Caliph, 
Haroun-al-Rsschid, in tae eighth cen- 
tury, in marching toward the forces 
of Queen Irene of Constantinople con- 
stantly had a number of trained Ara- 
bian horses (direct descendants of 
the famous horses owned by Ishmael 
4000 years ago) thrown forward as 
scouts, who from time to time re- 
turned to camp, and by a peculiar 
whinny and neigh reported the prox- 
imity of the enemy. Again, lie re- 
lates the experiences of the Portu- 
guese explorer, Albuquerque, who 
lived for many years in the sixteenth 
century on the Island of St. Helena, 
where he and the natives taught the 
herds of wild horses there to not only 
dig potatoes, but to husk corn, and 
these horses descended from a herd 
"brought there from Cappadccla in 
the second century, as related by the 
Greek historian Philcstorgius.

Times, aftef declaring that the for- 
mer Is the most Intelligent of all ani- 
mays, says: In his letters to Lord 
Granville, published by 
the 
Royal 
Philosophical Society, who was also 
greatly Interested In natural Jiistory, 
Smithson, the founder of the Smith- 
sonian 
Institution In 
America, re- 
lates how the horse of Ale::ander the 
Great, Bucephalus, would at night, on 
hearing a blast of the trumpet from 
the soldiers on guard, showing the 
approach of tho enemy, run at great 
speed to his master's tent and with 
his teeth grab the sleeping monarch 
and shake him until he sprang Into 
the saddle and galloped toward tho 
enemy. 
Also, how the great Caliph, 


Haroun-al-RaschId, In the eighth cen- 
tury. In marching toward the forces 
of Queen Irene of Constantinople con- 
stantly had a number of trained Ara- 
blan horses (direct descendants of 
the famous horses owned by Ishmael 
4000 years ago) thrown forward as 
scouts, who from time to time re- 
turned to camp, and by a peculiar 
whinny and neigh reported the prox- 
Imlty of the enemy. 
Again, he re- 
lates the experiences of the Portu- 
guese 
explorer, 
Albuquerque, 
who 
lived for many years in the sixteenth 
century on the Island of St. Helena, 
where he and the natives taught the 
herds of wild horses there to not only 
dig potatoes, but to husk corn, and 
these horses descended from a herd 
•brought there from Cappadocia In 
the second century, as related by the 
Greek historian Philostorgius.

HORSE YARNS. 


Bucephalus* Caliph and the Clergy» 


roan’s Dobbin. : 


• Some discussion has recently tak­ 
en place in America as to the respect­ 
ive intelligence of tho horse and the 
dog. 
A writer in the 
New 
York 
Times, after4 declaring that the for­ 
mer is the most intelligent of all ani- 
mays, says: In his letters to Lord 
Granville, published by the Royal 
Philosophical Society, who was also 
greatly interested in natural history, 
Smithson, the founder of the Smith­ 
sonian Institution In America, re­ 
lates how the horse of Alexander the 
Great, Bucephalus, would at night, on 
hearing a blast of the trumpet from 
the soldiers on guard, showing the 
approach of tho enemy, run at great 
speed to his master’s tent and with 
his teeth grab the sleeping monarch 
and shake him until he sprang into 
the saddle and galloped toward tho 
enemy. 
Also, how the great Caliph, 
Haroun-al-Raschid, in the eighth cen­ 
tury, in marching toward the forces 
of Queen Irene of Constantinople con­ 
stantly had a number of trained Ara­ 
bian horses (direct descendants of 
the famous horses owned by Ishmael 
4000 years ago) thrown forward as 
scouts, who from time to time re­ 
turned to camp, and by a peculiar 
whinny and neigh reported the prox­ 
imity of the enemy. 
Again, he re­ 
lates the experiences of the Portia 
guese explorer, Albuquerque, who 
lived for many years in the sixteenth 
century on the Island of St. Helena, 
where he and the natives taught the 
herds of wild horses there to not only 
dig potatoes, but to husk corn, and 
these horses descended from a herd 
‘brought there from Cappadocia in 
the second century, as related by the 
Greek historian Philostorgius. 


But, to come down to the present 
day, the writer, who spent the sum­ 
mer in the Berkshires, was told by a 
very intelligent retired New England 
clergyman, whose' sands of life, had 
nearly run out, that one day on lead­ 
ing his horse down through a lane to 
a brook for a drink the animal sud­ 
denly halted, and turning its head 
round, grabbed up with its teeth one 
of its hind shoes which had just 
dropped off, and, holding it In its 
mouth with the nails dangling, it 
backed up against a stone wall and 
clapped it on to its hoof, and with a 
few violent kicks nailed it on again. 
The clergyman was so astonished at 
this proceeding, especially as he had 
only the day before had the horse 
newly 
shod, that, 
in going 
back 
through the lane, he stopped at the 
spot where the shoe came off, and 
there 
found 
growing a bunch of 
moonwort. 
He 
then 
remembered 
reading years ago that In Europe, lo­ 
cally in Devonshire and Hertford­ 
shire, and also in Normandy, the 
plant was called unshoe-the-horse, 
and that it possessed the wonderful 
power of opening locks if a leaf was 
put In the keyhole, and of extracting 
nails and unshoeing the horse when 
trod upon. 


Referring to the dog, it was no­ 
where montionod in ancient times as 
being specially intelligent. 
On the 
contrary, It was considered a low and 
inferior animal, and the expression 
in the Scriptures, “Is thy servant a 
dog that he should do this thing?” is 
well known. 
While the horse, in As- 
*syri» as well as in ancient Egypt dur 
ing 
the ninth 
dynasty, was 
wor 
shiped as a deity, no account was tak 
en of the dog. 
Even the much-ma 
ligned cat was In Egypt a sacred ani 
mal, and it was a capital offense tc 
kill one, and when one died it was 
mummified and laid away in the tomt 
to await the resurrection word.— 
London Globe.

Can Use More Than One Rod. 
After the recent arrest and fining of two 
fishermen from this place, Cashier W. li. 
Faust of the York Springs Bank, wrote to 
Fish Commissioner Meehan for a correct 
definition of the fish law. Tho following 
is a copy of the second reply he received 
from that source:

Dear Sir: 


The Legislature has passed and 
the Governor has signed a bill which ap­ 
parently allowes an unlimited number of 
rods and lines to be used in fishing for 
any kind of fish. 
The New Act is an 
amendment to Section 2 of the Act of May 
29, 1901 and contains the following: 
“Provided that rod, hook and line in 
this Act shall manner of fishing and not 
the number of rods used,” 


This is written as a supplement to the 
letter which I wrote you recently in re­ 
gard to this subject and perforce changes 
the situation which existed at that time 
under a decision of the Superior Court.

The corporate authorities of 
every such municipality [Bonded bor­ 
oughs] or district shall, annually, in the 
month of January, prepare and publish 
in at least two newspapers of said muni« 
cipality, if so many be printed therein, a 
statement showing in detail tlie actual in­ 
debtedness, tho amount of the funded 
debt, the floating debt thereof, the valu­ 
ation of taxable property therein, the as­ 
sets of the corporation, with the charac­ 
ter and nature thereof, and tbe date of 
maturity' of the respective forms funded 
debt thereof, and a neglect or failure so 
to do shall be a misdemeanor, punishable 
by fine not exceeding one thousand dol­ 
lars.'’

WATERCRESS FAR! CROP. 


SLUICEWAY AND HOTHOUSE PRO- 


DUCE IT IN ALL ITS PUNGENCY. 


Can Be Made Rich in Profit—The 


Rich Quality, at the Rarest Season 
of the.Year, Will Sometime* Bring 
$1 a Basket, Properly Marketed. 


Watercress culture is a comparative- 


ly new industry among Pennsylvania 
farmers, and it is one that bids fair 
to utilize, in.aime, every acre of low, 
wet meadow" land that has been al- 
lowed to "go to waste"' in the past 
because of the expense in draining it 
for pasture land or hay-catting, -writes 
the Bala correspondent of tte Phila- 
delphia Record. It is true that the 
gathering of wild cress along mea- 
dow streams has been a source of pro- 
fit in the vicinity of large cities, where 
it could find a. direct and 
ready 


market; and in many instances the 
natural growth has been increased by 
division of roots until profitable cul- 
tivation has resulted. But it has re- 
mained for a French gardener to in- 
itiate the Pennsylvania's in the east- 
ern sections into the mysteries of cul- 
tivating cress, propagating it from 
seed as well as from root divisions, 
the autumn flooding of streams and 
the winter care for spring pro5t. 


Along the Main Lino of the Penn- 


sylvania Railroad, where many cele 
brated country seats show strips o* 
rich meadow land, with natural water- 
flow trickling down from the hill 
slopes on which the residences are 
prehed. there have been more or less 
expensive and intermittent attempts 
on the part of high-priced gardeners 
to cultivate the home-grown water- 
cress for the tables cf the owners of 
the estate. Occasionally, also, unusual 
developments in cress culture have at- 
tracted 
attention 
at 
horticultural 


shows, in which these gardeners have 
treasured exhibits. But it has re- 
mained for Desire Corbin, a French 
gardener near 
Overbrook, to 
brine 


new ideas in cress culture to such a 
high state of perfection that they are 
attracting wide-spread attention. 


Mr. Corbin's experiments in vine- 


yard development and in violet culture 
have been well known in the past, 
but his most recent experiments in 
the cultivation of watercress have 
shown even greater profits and at- 
tracted considerable attention among 
farmers in this section. 


The autumn is the best time to visit 


the cress farm, as November is the 
"flood time'' of its culture. Literally 
the flood time—not the time of special 
profits and busy harvesting, but the 
time that floods of water are made to 
overflow the cress beds by a specially- 
devised process. Mr. Corbin will tell 
the interested visitor that the common 
cress found growing wild in the mea- 
dow streams all over the State is cap- 
able of a high degree of cultivation. 
It is a hardy, perennial acquatic plant, 
growing abundantly along the mar- 
gins of running streams and ditches 
and ponds. Where it does not grow it 
is easily introduced by planting along 
the margins of ponds or streams, 
"where it quickly increases—when giv- 
en half a chance—by the spreading of 
the roots. 


"Many a Bennsylvania farmer/' he 


says, "living in the vicinity of Phila- 
delphia or New York, might realize 
more profit from the watercress cut 
from the margin of a brook running 
through his farm in two or three 
•weeks in spring than from 'his whole 
year's hard labor in growing corn, bay 
or potatoes." 
' 


Watercress can be best cultivated 


in- places where the streams run 
througE a level tract. Supposing the 
stream to be a foot deep on an aver- 
age, and six or eight feet wide, run- 
ning through a meadow, a good plan 
for cultivation is to make excavations 
laterally, say in beds five feet wide 
(with alleys between 
of five feet), 


to a depth of about eight inches, or 
deep enough to be ficoded by 
the 


stream -wien it is of average height, 
or, -when shallow, by damming it tip 
so as to flood the beds. The advantage 
of having the beds excavated at right 
angles to the stream, rather than par- 
allel with it, is that in the event of 
freshets the crop is less liable to be 
washed away. 


The length and number of the beds 


excavated meet, of course, be deter- 
mined by circumstances. Watercress 
seeds germinate freely in earth when 
kept saturated; hence the beds, when 
properly leveled and pulverized by 
digging and*xking, should be siightly 
Sooded (enough to saturate the soil 
only, when ihe seeds germinate). for, 
of course, if tie beds -were filled up 
with water the seeds would be washed 
off.

On this valuation taxes 
In excess of $50,000,000 were collected 
for city purposes. This is probably 
fifty times the amount collected froip 
the laud of London, -whose popula 
tlon is twice that of New York and 
whose site values are probably not 
far *rom six billion collars.

URGES HIGHER DOG TAX. 


Dr. Peters Takes Strong Stand Against 


Present Dog Management. 


In his semi-annual report to 
the 


state board of agriculture, Dr. Austin 
Peters, state cattle 
commissioner, 


takes a strong position against the 
present dog management in-Massachu- 
setts. 


"If the persons "who have suffered 


and died, those who have had to take 
the Pasteur treatment, and their anx- 
ious and afflicted families and friends 
could have their way," he says, "this 
outbreak of rabies would be brought 
to a speedy termination by bringing 
to an end a system of dog manage- 
ment that has driven the sheep in- 
dustry from Massachusetts and allows 
this privileged species of domestic an- 
imal to prowl around destroying hu- 
man life and domestic animals and 
fowls. 


"The dog should be a. luxury and 


not a necessity, the tax upon him 
should be higher, at least $5 for a 
male or spayed female and |10 for 
an unspayed female, and there should 
be no kennel tax as at present. 


"Owners of dogs should be com- 


pelled to keep them on their own 
premises, or -when on the street they 
should be kept in leash. 


"In some quarters there seems to be 


more sympathy for the dog and more 
people to stand up for his rights than, 
there are people to sympathize witb- 
the victim of his bitee, or to stand up 
for the rights of holders 
of 
other 


property."—Boston Transcript.

to make the streets of Chicago safe, 
says JlutledgD Ilutlierford in the Tech- 
nical World. 
On 
an 
average 
five 
hundred people a ^year are. run over 
by passing trains ov are injured in 
collisions 
with 
steam 
locomotives 
while using! Chicago's streets. 


Ten years ago -Chicago decided tibat 
the elevation oi all steam 
railway 
tracks was the only means of pro- 
tecting her citizens from tlie deadly 
grade crossln^^s. 
the railroads 


are footing the bill, 


l^ast year more than 50.000 men 
were emjiloyed in the work of elevat- 
ing the tracks, and it cost tihe /ail- 


roads about $5,800,000, 
Chicago 1» 
not the only city iwihich Is ha\ing her 
steam railwa/ 
tracks 
elevated, but 
Oliicago is the only city which is mak- 
ing the railroad-s pay for the job. 


'Chicago has already accomplished 
the elevation of 800 onlles of steam 
railway tracks within her borders and 
has maide the railroads pay every cent 
of the $50,000,000 whicli it has cost 


Sixteen hundred miles of milroad 
tracks in one city is something rather 
difllcult to comprehend without com- 
parisons, 
Sixteen hundred miles of 
rlgQit of way is nearly enough to build 
two elevated railroads from Chicago 
to Philadelphia. 


It is more than enough to build a 
single lino from Chicago to Boston, 
or to Galveston, or to Santa Fe, N, M., 
or to Jacksonville. Fla, or to Deaver, 
or even to Salt Lake City. 
This is 
entirely independent of any lines op- 
erated by electricity or by any power 
other than steam. 


Excepting the lowered and walled 
in tracks of the Illinois Central along 
the Lake front, where there are no 
street crossings» 
ever 
mile of this 
trackage 
will have 
been 
elevated 
when the work now in progress is 
completed. 


W H A T A M O D E L FARM 
IS. 


And Why There Should Be One In 
Every Agricultural County of 
the United States. 


For less than a single item in many 
of the annual appropriation hills, a 
model farm, conducted as a practical 
object lesson in tihe best methodSi of 
tilling the soil and its most profitable 
uses, might be established in every 
agricultural county in 
the 
United 
States. It Isi worth consideringi wheth- 
er this work should not be undertaken 
either by the several State govern- 
nients or by the National Government, 
or by the two conjointly. 


A model farm is simply a farm 
conforming In size, in treatment of 
the soil, in assignment to different 
crops and their rotation and In meth- 
ods of culture to the most approved 
practice tlhat actual experience 
and 
scientific investigation of agriculture 
all over the world have 
fixed. 
It 
focuses upon one plot of ground, »with- 
in the personal observation of each 
farming community, the accumulated 
knowledge of one of the oldest occu- 
pations, which must now become more 
'highly specialized. 
It is a working 
model for common instruction. 


Such a model farm should not con- 
tain more than thirty or forty acres. 
This area would 'be ample for work- 
ing purposes. 
It would also prove 
the economic advantage of tihe small 
well-tilled farm over a larger holding, 
to iwhich equal care could not be given. 
Labor can -be utilized more effectively 
and the yield per acre increased with- 
out any decline in fertility. 


On such a farm five tracts might 
be set off for crops in due rotation. 
The order of hay, pasture, oats, corn 
and wheat has been found an excel- 
lent one. 
The five tracts would bo 
assigned to these five crops respec- 
tively, with regular annual rotation, 
so that each field should grow all the 
different crops in their turn. 
Such 
alteration, even without other aid, has 
been found so congenial to the eoil 
as to give crops greatly 
exceeding 
tjiose obtained by the usnal method 
in this country, of sowing the same 
land to the same thing, year after 
year. 
Actual trial at experiment Bta- 
tions, under conditions that any farm- 
er may reproduce, shows an average 
product, over a series of years, nearly 
twice as ¡great as tflie averag:e product 
of the general farming area 
under 
private cultivation. 


The 
remainder, 
aside 
from 
the 
space occupied 'by farm -buildings and 
yards, could «be divided Into smaller 
plots of from an acre upward, to be 
devoted, according to need and use, 
to pasturage and to rye, 'barley pota- 
toes, fodder corn and garden and foi'- 
age plants. A judicious system of rota- 
tion on tliese lesser areas also will 
show how greatly productive power 
may be increased and at how hfeh a 
level it majy be kept. 
Such a farm 
will carry some cattle, hogs and poul- 
try, together with the horses required 
for iworking It. A careful ultilization 
of manure will supply fnost of the 
fertilizer needed. 
One valuable les- 
son taught by tihe model farm must 
be the importance of enrichiii'g the 
soil with fertilizing material 
either 
supplied by live stock or procured 
fiH>m without. 
The farmer has 
to 
guard against the impairment of lus 
workin^^ capital, which is the land, 
as farefully as the merchant or manu- 
facturer must guard against the wast- 
ing of his.—Prom James J. Hill's "Gov- 
ernment Model Farms" in the Cen- 
tury. 


Tobacco S.moke Scared Deer, 


A new Wvay of preventing deer from 
doing damage to a holding has bee« 
adopted by the occupier of Haddon 
Farm, in the heart of tlie Devon and 
Somerset staghound qountry. 


Discarding the use of tarred ropes 
and other strong smelling materials 
In fences, lie v/alks through his turnip 
fields 
two or tihree times a nigiht, 
smoldng a strong pipe, -the smell oi 
which, he says, frightens the dieer 
a/way. 
Before he adopted this device 
his farm used to be visited by scores 
or 
deer 
nightly.—London 
Evenin 
Standard.

WATERCRESS FARI CROP. 


S L U I C E W A Y A N D HOTHOUSE PRO 
DUCE IT IN ALL ITS PUNGENCY. 


Can 
Be Made 
Rich in 
Profit—The 
Rich Quality, at the Rarctt Season 
of the Year, Will Sometimea Bring 
$1 a Basket, Properly Marketed. 


Watercress culture Is a comparative- 
ly new industry among Pennsylvania 
farmers, and it Is one .that bids fair 
to utilize. in^iWme. every acre of low, 
wet meadow land that has been al- 
lowed to "go to waste" in the past 
because of the expense in draining It 
for pasture land or hay-cutting, »writes 
the Bala correspondent of tlie Phila- 
delphia Record. 
It is true that the 
gathering of iwild cress along mea- 
dow streams has been a source of pro- 
fit in the 'Vicinity of large cities, where 
It could 
find 
a 
direct and 
ready 
market; and In many instances the 
aatural ¡growth has been inijreased by 
division of roots until proiltable cul- 
tivation has resulted. 
But it has re- 
mained for a French gardener to in- 
itiate the Pennsylvanlans in the east- 
ern sections Into the mysteries of cul- 
tivating cress, propagating it from 
seed as well as from root divisions, 
the autumn flooding of streams and 
the winter care for spring profit. 


Along Uie Main Line of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, where many celo 
brated country seats show strips oi 
rich meadow land, with natural water- 
flow trickling 
down from the 
hill 
slopes on which tjio residences are 
prohed. there -have been more or less 
expensive and intermittent 
attempts 
on the part of high-priced gardeners 
to cultivate the home-grown 
water- 
cress for the tables of the owners of 
the estate. Occasionally, also, unusual 
developments in cress culture have at- 
tracted 
attention 
at 
horticultural 
shows, in which these gardeners have 
treasured exhibits. 
But It has 
re- 
mained for Desire Corbin, a French 
gurdener near 
Overbrook, to 
bring 
new ideas in cress culture to such 
a 
high state of perfection that .they are 
attracting wide-spread attention. 


Mr, Ck)rbin's experiments in vine- 
yard development and in violet culture 
have been well known in the past, 
but his most recent experiments in 
the cultivation of 
watercress 
have 
shov/n even greater profits and at- 
tracted considerable attention among 
farmers in this section. 


ThQ autumn Is the best time to visit 
the cress farm, as November is the 
"flood time" of its culture. 
Literally 
the flood time—not the time of special 
profits and busy harvesting, but the 
time that floods of water are made to 
overflow the cress beds by a specially- 
devised process. 
Mr. Corbin will tell 
the interested visitor that the common 
cress found growing wild in the mea- 
dow streams all over the State is cap- 
able of a high degree of cultivation. 
It is a hardly, perennial acquatic plant, 
growing abundantly along the 
mar- 
gins of running streams and 
ditches 
and ponds. Where it does not grow it 
is easily introduced by planting along 
the margins of 
ponds 
or 
streams, 
where it quickly increases—when giv- 
en half a chance—by the spreading of 
the roots. 


"Many a Pennsylvania farmer,-" he 
sao^s, "living in the "vicinity of Phila- 
delphia or Now York, might realize 
more profit from the watercress cut 
from the margin of a brook running 
through his farm in two 
or 
three 
'Weeks In spring than from his whole 
year's hard labor in -growing corn, hay 
or potatoes," 
' 


Watercress can be best cultivated 
in- places where 
the 
streams 
run 
through a level tract. 
Supposing the 
stream to be a foot deep on an aver- 
age, and six or eight feet wide, run- 
ning through a meadov/, a good plan 
for cultivation is to make excavations 
laterally, say in beds five feet wide 
(with alleys -between 
of five feet), 
to a depth of about eight inches, or 
deep enough to be 
flooded 
by 
the 
stream (when it is of average height, 
or, when shallow, by dammln^g it up 
BO as to flood the beds. The advantage 
of having the beds excavated at right 
angles to the stream, rather than par- 
allel with It, is that In the event of 
freshets the crop Is less liable to be 
washed away. 


The length and number of the beds 
excavated must, of course, be deter- 
mined by circumstances. 
Watercress 
seeds germinate freely in earth when 
kept saturated; hence the beds, when 
properly leveled »and pulverized 
by 
digging and>*iking, should -be slightly 
flooded 
(enough to- saturate the soil 
only, when the seeds germinate), for, 
of course, if the beds -were filled up 
with water the seeds would be washed 
off. After the seedlings have started 
CO as to show green, tùe water may 
be gradually let on as they develop. 


The best time for sowing the seeti 
In Eastern Pennsylvania, and in sim- 
ilar latitudes, is about the middle of 
August. 
When watercress is found 
growing naturally the beds can be 
made by setting the plants s^x to 12 
inches apart each way. 
When tihe 
cultivation is once^ fairly began there 
is no difiiculty a-bout forming new 
beds, as few plants grov/ more rapidly 
when proper conditions are present. 
If the crop is planted or the seed 
GQwn hy the middle of August it v/ill 
have spread all over the beds by No- 
vember. 
The streams being; full in 
autumn, the beds will be fully flooaed, 
so as to protect the plants during 
winter. 


'Cress is usually sold in baskets con- 
taining about three quarts, which will 
talning about three quarts, which sei] 
when first in market at .about $1 each, 
and 200 or 300 such are carried in 
an ordinary wagon, vo that from a 
elasle load of this simple vegetable 


1200 or $300 might, by rare good luck, 
bo realized. 
The watercress has a 
particularly pungent taste, agreeable 
to most people In oarJy spring. 
It is 
said that when Sir Joseph Banks first 
arrived in England, after his voya-ge 
around the world, among the 
first 
things he asked for »were watercresses. 
well knowing tiheir value as a puriflei 
of the blood; and that he afterward 
presented one of the largest cress- 
growers for the London market with 
a Banksian medal, for energy shown 
lu the business, believing that, while 
he had benefitted himself, he had also 
benefitted the community.

were In the seventeenth century. The 
city of New York on the other hand, 
revalues its land every year. 
In 1904 
the naked lan4 was appraised at .$3, 
G97,C9C,937. On this valuation 
taxes 
in excess of $50,000,000 were collected 
for city purposes. 
Tttiis is probably 
fifty times the amount collected from 
the land of London, whose popula- 
tion is twice that of New York and 
whose site values are probably not 
far from six billion dollars.

Dr. Peters Takes Strong Stand Against 
Present Dog Management, 


In his semi-annual report to 
the 
state board of agriculture, Dr. Austin 
Peters, 
state 
cattle 
commissioner, 
takes a strong position against the 
present dog management In* Massachu- 
setts. 


"If the persons who have suffered 
and died, those who have had to take 
the Pasteur treatment, and their anx- 
ious and afillcted families and friends 
could have their way," he says, "this 
outbreak of rabies would be brought 
to a speedy termination by bringing 
to an end a system of dog manage- 
ment that has driven the sheep in- 
dustry from Massachusetts and allows 
this privileged species of domestic an- 
imal to prowl around destroying hu- 
man life and domestic animals and 
fowls, 


"The dog should be a luxury and 
not a necessity, the tax upon 
him 
should be higher, at least $5 for a 
male or spayed female and $10 for 
an unspayed female, and there should 
be no kennel tax as at present, 


"Owners of dogs should be com- 
pelled to keep them on their own 
premises, or when on the street they 
should be kept In leash. 


"In some quarters there seems to be 
more sympathy for the dog and more 
people to stand up for his rights than 
there are people to sympathize with 
the victim of his bitee, or to stand up 
for the rights of holders 
of 
other 
property."—^Boston Transcript.

And Why There Should Be One 
Every Agricultural County of 
the United States. 


For less than a single item in many 
of the annual appropriation hills, a 
model farm, conducted as a practical 
object lesson in the best methods of 
tilling the soil and its most profitable 
uses, might be established In every 
agricultural county in 
the 
United 
States. It isi worth considering! wheth­ 
er this work should not be undertaken 
either by the several State govern­ 
ments or by the National Government, 
or by the two conjointly. 


A model farm is simply a farm 
conforming in size, in treatment of 
the soil, in assignment to different 
crops and their rotation and in meth­ 
ods of culture to the most approved 
practice that actual experience 
and 
scientific investigation of agriculture 
all over the world have fixed. 
It 
focuses upon one plot of ground, ^with­ 
in the personal observation of each 
farming community, the accumulated 
knowledge of one of the oldest occu­ 
pations, which must now become more 
highly specialized. 
It Is a working 
model for common instruction. 


Such a model farm should not con­ 
tain more than thirty or forty acres. 
This area would he ample for work­ 
ing purposes. 
It would also prove 
the economic advantage of tJhe small 
well-tilled farm over a larger holding, 
to iwhich equal care could not be given. 
Labor can he utilized more effectively 
and the yield per acre increased with- 
out any decline in fertility. 


On such a farm five tracts might 
be set oif for crops in due rotation. 
The order of hay, pasture, oats, corn 
and wheat has been found an excel­ 
lent one. 
The five tracts would be 
assigned to these five crops respec­ 
tively, with regular annual rotation, 
so that each field should grow all the 
different crops in their turn. 
Such 
alteration, even without other aid, has 
been found so congenial to the soil 
as to give crops greatly exceeding 
tjiose obtained by the usual method 
In this country, of sowing the same 
land to the same thing, year after 
year. Actual trial at experiment sta­ 
tions, under conditions that any farm­ 
er may reproduce, shows an average 
product, over a series of years, nearly 
twice as igreat as the average product 
of the general farming area 
under 
private cultivation. 


The 
remainder, 
aside 
from 
the 
space occupied 'by farm «buildings and 
yards, could he divided Into smaller 
plots of from an acre upward, to be 
devoted, according to need and use, 
to pasturage and to rye, ‘barley pota­ 
toes, fodder corn and garden and for­ 
age plants. A judicious system of rota­ 
tion on these lesser areas also will 
show how greatly productive power 
may be increased and at how hfch a 
level it may be kept. 
Such a farm 
will carry some cattle, hogs and poul­ 
try, together with the horses required 
for working it. 
A careful utilization 
of manure will supply fnost of the 
fertilizer needed. 
One valuable les­ 
son taught by tihe model farm must< 
be the Importance of enriching the 
soil with fertilizing material either 
supplied by live stock or procured 
from without. 
The farmer has to 
guard against the impairment of his 
working capital, which is the land, 
as farefully as the merchant or manu­ 
facturer must guard against the wast­ 
ing of his.—From James J. Hill's “Gov­ 
ernment Model Farms” in the Cen­ 
tury. 


Tobacco Smoke Scared Deer. 


A new way of preventing deer from 
doing damage to a holding has bee« 
adopted by the occupier of Haddon 
Farm, in the heart of the Devon and 
Somerset staghound qountry. 


Discarding the use of tarred ropes 
and other strong smelling materials 
in fences, lie walks through his turnip 
fields two or tlhree times a night, 
smoking a strong pipe, the smell of 
which, he says, frightens the deer 
away.

nibhtly.—London 
Evenin 
Standard.

Watercress culture is a comparative­ 
ly new industry among Pennsylvania 
formers, and it is one that bids fair 
to utilize, in^Ume, every acre of low, 
wet meadow land that has been al­ 
lowed to “go to waste’* in the past 
because of the expense in draining it 
for pasture land or hay-cutting, «writes 
the Bala correspondent of the Phila­ 
delphia Record. 
It is true that the 
gathering of «wild cress along mea­ 
dow streams has been a source of pro­ 
fit in the 'vicinity of large cities, where 
it could 
find a 
direct and 
ready 
market; and in many instances the 
natural growth has been increased by 
division of roots until profitable cul­ 
tivation has resulted. 
But it has re­ 
mained for a French gardener to in­ 
itiate the Pennsylvanians in the east­ 
ern sections into the mysteries of cul­ 
tivating cress, propagating it from 
seed as well as from root divisions, 
the autumn flooding of streams and 
the winter care for spring profit. 


Along the Main Line of the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad, where many cele 
brated country seats show strips of 
rich meadow land, with natural water- 
flow trickling down from the hill 
slopes on which tjie residences are 
prched, there have been more or less 
expensive and intermittent attempts 
on the part of high-priced gardeners 
to cultivate the home-grown 
water­ 
cress for the tables of the owners of 
the estate. Occasionally, also, unusual 
developments in cress culture have at­ 
tracted 
attention 
at 
horticultural 
shows, in which these gardeners have 
treasured exhibits. 
But it has 
re­ 
mained for Desire Corbin, a French 
gardener near 
Overbrook, to 
bring 
new ideas in cress culture to such a 
high state of perfection that .they are 
attracting wide-spread attention. 


Mr. Corbin's experiments in vine­ 
yard development and in violet culture 
have been well known in the past, 
but his most recent experiments in 
the cultivation of watercress have 
shown even greater profits and at­ 
tracted considerable attention among 
farmers in this section. 


The autumn is the best time to visit 
the cress farm, as November is the 
“flood time" of its culture. 
Literally 
the flood time—not tihe time of special 
profits and busy harvesting, but the 
time that floods of water are made to 
overflow the cress beds by a specially- 
devised process. 
Mr. Corbin will tell 
the interested visitor that the common 
cress found growing wild in the mea­ 
dow streams all over the State is cap­ 
able of a high degree of cultivation. 
It is a hardiy, perennial acquatic plant, 
growing abundantly along the 
mar­ 
gins of running streams and ditches 
and ponds. Where it does not grow it 
is easily introduced by planting along 
the margins of ponds or streams, 
where it quickly increases—when giv­ 
en half a chance—by the spreading of 
the roots. 


“Many a Rennsylvania farmer/' he 
sa/ys, “living in the vicinity of Phila­ 
delphia or New York, might realize 
more profit from the watercress cut 
from the margin of a brook running 
through his farm in two 
or 
three 
«weeks In spring than from his whole 
year's hard labor in -growing corn, hay 
or potatoes/' 
1 


Watercress can he best cultivated 
in* places where 
the 
streams 
run 
through a level tract. 
Supposing the 
stream to be a foot deep on an aver­ 
age, and six or eight feet wide, run 
ning through a meadow, a good plan 
for cultivation is to make excavations 
laterally, say in beds five feet wide 
(with alleys between 
of five feet), 
to a depth of about eight inches, or 
deep enough to be flooded 
by 
the 
stream »when it is of average height, 
or, when shallow, by damming it up 
so as to flood the beds. Tho advantage 
of having the beds excavated at right 
angles to the stream, rather than par 
allei with it, is that in the event of 
freshets the crop is less liable to be 
washed away. 


The longth and number of the beds 
excavated must, of course, be deter* 
mined by circumstances. 
Watercress 
seeds germinate freely in earth when 
kept saturated; hence the beds, when 
properly leveled »and pulverized by 
digging and*#iking, should he slightly 
flooded (enough to- saturate the soil 
only, when the seeds germinate), for, 
of course, if the beds -were filled up 
with water the seeds would be washed 
off. 
After the seedlings have started 
co as to show green, tùe wrater may 
bo gradually let on as they develop. 


The best time for sowing the seed 
in Eastern Pennsylvania, and in sim­ 
ilar latitudes, is about the middle of 
August. 
When watercress is found 
growing naturally the beds can be 
made by setting tho plants sfx to 12 
inches apart each way. 
When the 
cultivation is once* fairly begun there 
is no difficulty about forming new 
beds, as few plants grow more rapidly 
when proper conditions are present. 
If the crop is planted or the seed 
sown by the middle of August it will 
have spread all over the beds by No­ 
vember. 
The streams being full in 
autumn, the beds will be fully fiooued, 
so as to protect the plants during 
winter. 


'Cress Is usually sold in baskets con­ 
taining about three quarts, which will 
taining about three quarts, which sell 
when first in market at .about $1 each, 
and 2U0 or 300 such are carried in 


$200 or $300 might, by rare good luck, 
be realized. 
The watercress has a 
particularly pungent taste, agreeable 
to most people in eariy spring. 
It Is 
said that when Sir Joseph Banks first 
arrived in England, after his voyage 
around the world, among the first 
things he asked for »were watercresses, 
well knowing their value as a purifier 
of the blood; and that he afterward 
presented one of the largest cress- 
growers for the London market with 
a Banksian medal, for energy shown 
in the business, believing that, while 
he had benefitted himself, he had also 
benefitted the community.

And the 
resulting dinner is nothing short of a 
whale. 
It is heavy, and of many 
courses, and the American Man must 
needs sit down and gorge. 


“Now, in all probability, Sunday is 
the very day on which the American 
Man should not gorge. It Is his lazy 
day, and he has no exercise to speak 
of. He has just read the Great Amer­ 
ican Sunday paper, when he is called 
upon to eat the Great American Sun­ 
day Dinner. 
The result is he crawls 
away, after the meal is finished, and 
spends most of the afternoon taking 
a nap. 


W hat is the result of all this? The 
American Man is irritable or sullen 
when he starts for his office Monday 
morning. It is Wednesday before ho 
feels something like himself, and it 
is Thursday before he is right up to 
the mark—active, good tempered, and 
getting through a lot of work without 
apparent effort.

URGES HIGHER DOG TAX. 


Dr. Peters Takes Strong Stand Against 
Present Dog Management 


In his semi-annual report to 
the 
state board of agriculture, Dr. Austin 
Peters, 
state 
cattle 
commissioner, 
takes a strong position against the 
present dog management in-Massachu­ 
setts. 


“If the persons who have suffered 
and died, those who have had to take 
the Pasteur treatment, and their anx­ 
ious and afflicted families and friends 
could have their way/' he says, “this 
outbreak of rabies would be brought 
to a speedy termination by bringing 
to an end a system of dog manage­ 
ment that has driven the sheep in­ 
dustry from Massachusetts and allows 
this privileged species of domestic an­ 
imal to prowl around destroying hu­ 
man life and domestic animals and 
fowls. 


“The dog should be a luxury and 
not a necessity, the tax upon 
him 
should be higher, at least $5 for a 
male or spayed female and $10 for 
an unspayed female, and there should 
be no kennel tax as at present. 


“Owners of dogs should be com­ 
pelled to keep them on their own 
premises, or when on the street they 
should be kept in leash. 


“In some quarters there seems to be 
more sympathy for the dog and more 
people to stand up for his rights than 
there are people to sympathize with 
the victim of his bitee, or to stand up 
for the rights of holders 
of 
other 
property.”—Boston Transcript. 


English Land Taxes. 


The land of Great Britain has not 
been valued for the purposes of taxa­ 
tion sinceithe year 1692. 
Two cen­ 
turies ago her great cities had not 
yet appeared. London was little more 
than a village in comparison with its 
present proportions. 
Thousands 
of 
acres of land, now occupied by state­ 
ly structures, were then farming land 
They are still assessed as farming 
land. 
In two centuries the valuation 
of the land underlying the metropolis 
has not heen increased for purposes 
of taxation. 
T h e # local taxes paid 
by the London landowners directly 
are about the same today that they 
were in the seventeenth century. The 
city of New York on the other hand, 
revalues its land every year. 
In 1904 
the naked lan4 was appraised at -$3, 
G97,C9G,937. On this valuation taxes 
in excess of $50,000,000 were collected 
for city purposes. 
Tttiis is probably 
fifty times the amount collected from 
the land of London, »whose popula- 
tion is twice that of New York and 
whose site values are probably not 
far from six billion dollars. 
The ex­ 
planation of such an anomaly? Those 
who own the land in Great Britain 
also control Parliament.—Scribner's.

NATURE the ARTIST 


She Paints the Peacock and 
Leopard—Not For Art's Sake 


It is probable that the ancestors of 


the peacock were completely clothed 
in dull-colored feathers, just as are 
certain species of grouse and turkey 
at the present day. But nature willed 
that the peacock should become of all 
birds the most magnificent. Thus, in 
the second and third feathers of the 
series we can trace dimly a small col- 
ored spot in the centre of each. This 
spot is the commencement of the eye- 
spot, and if we continue to pass the 
feathers in review, we see this spot 
grow larger and more brilliant. The 
colors settle themselves, as it were, 
into rings, the feather itself Increas- 
ing in size with every improvement 
until, by closely linked stages, each 
of which is represented by an actual 
feather in the peacock!s train, the 
triumph of the perfect eye-spot is 
reached. 


Now If, as seems highly probable, 


we have just been treated to a glimpse 
of the innumerable stages of gradual 
improvement through 
which this 


wonderful ornament was brought to 
perfection, we are justified in assert- 
ing that ihe eye-spot is far from be- 
ing a thing of chance. It is obviously 
the outcome of intention. Some mys- 
terious power has been constantly at 
work, age after age, with the definite 
object of producing a thing of superb 
beauty. So far as our present knowl- 
edge enables us to judge, this power 
consists in what we may call the in- 
herent tendency to vary which Us 
evinced by all living things. This is, 
as it were, the motive force, but it is 
harnessed, restrained and driven 
along a definite channel by what Dar- 
win, called "natural selection." 


So much for the production of the 


peacock's eye-spot; nor is there any 
reason for doubt that the other re- 
currences of the eye-spot in nature 
are all the outcome of a similar evo- 
lutionary process. 
For, be it noted, 


the distinction of the ocellus does not 
belong only to birds. The mark is 
present in a crude form on the hides 
of certain oamaals, such as the ja- 
guar, the leopard and the ocelot. Two 
or three kinds of fish also show it. 
The North American eared sunfish, 
for instance, has in the breeding sea- 
son a beautiful and very perfect eye- 
spot just where one would expect to 
Cti the ear of a higher animal. It 
is from this nark that the fisa takes 
its popular name. Further, among 
tnseczs, especially among certain 
groups of butterflies and moths, the 
eye-spot is ertremely common; while 
it is again recognizable on several 
shells of the pretty cowrie group. 


In every case of its recurrence the 


eye-spot is not solely a thing of beau- 
ty, tut it also has some definite and 
utilitarian connection with the life 
histories of those creatures which 
possess it. 


Take first the mammals. It may 


be said at once that the'crude eye- 
markings on the hides of these big 
nats are certainly protective. To those 
who know the leopard and the jaguar 
only as captives in zoological collec- 
tion this-may not be obvious. But all 
hunters and naturalists who have ob- 
served these creatures at home in for- 
2st or jangle agree that the eye-spots 
resemble closely patches of shade and 
sunlight, cast 
upon the 
ground 


tiirousii a screen of foliage. It only 
remains to be said that the jaguar 
a.ntl the leopard, are cota frequenters 
of forest land, anei the protective 
raluo of their spotted hides becomes 
cbvioiis- Moreover, besides hiding 
zaera froza possible enemies, trie eye- 
spozs are of assistance to these beasts 
srhan they are lying in wait for their 
prey. Among the branches of a. tree 
:he jaguar is unobserved by its vic- 
:im, Trlilcli wanders unsuspectingly to 
its aoora. 


With birds there can be little 


doubt ttat tne eye-spot is an orna- 
ment pure and sinple, albeit an orna- 
ment T7ith a very definite use. 
It 


oears a most important part in bird 
courtship. - Birds are particularly 
punctilious in all matters in conne.c- 
uca with love-making, and it is inva- 
riably tae male who makes the first 
advances. The female, especially in 
tae case of species where the male is 
resplenfientlj colored, is generally 
:oy and watchful. 
She makes 
it 


:lear to iier suitor that she will not 
surrender her liberty at once, and the 
2ock cirJ must make use of all the 
Aarns with which nature has en- 
Sowed bin ere he may possess him- 
self of his bride. Indeed, it may be 
said that as a general rule the most 
gorgeous and sprightly cock will find 
;fce least difficulty in providing him- 
self with a hen. These facts doubt- 


s£ss account in groat measure for the 
arilliant colors and extraordinary or- 
naments whicli are so often the ex- 
clusive characteristic of cock birds. 
They account, also, for the eye-spot, 
srhicn is borne only by the male birds 
a.nd discarded by them at the molt 
which succeeds the breeding season. 
Hicse who have watched peafowl at 
:te period of their courting will know 
.veil TV cat an important part is played 
3y. the wonderful tail of eye-spotted 
-cithers. The peacock struts and 
iances before the indifferent hen, and 
manifests an absorbing desire to show 
limsclf ofE to tie best possible advan- 
"Se. 


The peacock pheasant froo Ceylon 


s said to make use of its eye-spots to 
ittract a mate in much the same man- 
aer. Moreover, in this instance the 
jye-spocs constitute the onlf orna- 
ments possessed by the bird — the 
rrounawork of the feathers being a 
iniform mottled brown, upon which 
he colored eye-spots stand out con- 
ipicuously. 


The recurrence of thCeje-spot, upon 


several fishes has probably the same 
significance as la tfcexaJ* of birds. 
The males of many fishes assume bril- 
liant colors for the breeding season, 
and the ocelli are probably a highly 
specialized form of ornament pro- 
duced with a like object. The facts 
that the eye-spots are small, or en- 
tirely absent, in the case of the fe- 
males, and that they appear upon the 
males only during the breeding sea- 
son, lend strong support to this the- 
ory. 


The eye-spots which are so com- 


monly seen upon certain kinds of in- 
sects are particularly interesting. In 
the case of certain kinds of caterpil- 
lars and beetles there is little doubf 
that they are protective—rendering 
their possessors terrifying in the eyes 
of possible enemies. This theory is 
materially strengthened by the facl 
that such insects usually have some 
trick or device at their disposal, bj 
means of which the eye-spots become 
more obvious and striking when dan- 
ger threatens. 
Bates, for example 


mentions a case in which a Souti 
American caterpillar startled everj 
one to whom it was shown by iu 
snake-like appearance—an aspect de- 
pendent almost entirely upon its pos- 
session of eye-like markings, couplec 
with the peculiar pose of its bodj 
when at rest. The same is the cast 
with certain Old World hawk mott 
larvae belonging to the family Chaer- 
ocampedae. Several species whici 
possess eye-spots upon the anterioi 
segments of the body have-a habit o! 
withdrawing the head and first thre« 
body segments into the fourth anc 
fifth segments when alarmed. 
Thf 


front portion of the body is thus ab 
normally swollen, looking like th< 
head of an animal, and upon it enor 
mous, terrible looking eyes are prom- 
inent. The effect is greatly height 
ened by the suddenness of the trans- 
formation — an innocent and incon 
spicnous 
animal 
being 
suddenl} 


turned into what appears to be as 
awful monster. 
These caterpillars 


are, of course, perfectly harmless, bui 
as they are sufficiently snake-like tc 
startle human beings, it is not un- 
reasonable to suppose that birds anc 
other insectivorous creatures are of- 
ten equally alarmed, and pass or 
their way without molesting whal 
they judge to be some dangerous rep- 
tile. 


The fact that the eye-spots of thsse 


caterpillars do not, as a rule, attraci 
especial notice while the insects are 
quietly feeding will bear emphasiz- 
ing. But as soon as the "terrifying 
attitude" is assumed in response to s 
danger signal, the eye-spots—owing 
to the swelling of the body segments 
—become enormous and prominent. 


Very striking eye-spots are seen 


upon the thcraces of beetles belong- 
ing to the Central American genus 
Alaus. 
These ocelli are delineated 


actually upon the hard integumenl 
and cannot therefore be really more 
prominent at one time than another. 
Yet their power to terrify is mach 
heightened when the beetle assumes 
the attitude with wnica. it is accus- 
tomed to respond to signs of danger. 
It belongs to the -great '"click beetle" 
family, and has the power of hurling 
itself into the air when frightened, 
ana falling to the ground with legs 
and antennae tucked tightly beneath 
it. In this position it will remain, 
seeming to feign deatli, for an indefi- 
nite period. 


When surprised by a hungry bird 


then the beetle not only hurls itself 
out of immediate danger,but prepares 
a surprise for its enemy in the event 
of pursuit and discovery. For, witln 
its legs and antennae tucked out of 
sight, it has all the appearance of a 
dangerous and uncanny looking rep- 
tile, and the hungry but now thor- 
oughly disconcerted bird tarns away 
in search of some more appetizing ob- 
ject. Then tee beetle, after waiting 
a few seconds to make sure that the 
bird has really decaoped, puts out its 
feet and feelers and goes merrily 
about Its business. Its strange eye- 
spots have been its salvation. 


By far the most numerous recur- 


rences of the eye-spot in the Insect 
world are seen.upon the wings of but- 
terflies and motas. In some instances 
the distinctive mark is small and oft 
repeated; in others it is large, soli- 
tary and staring. Moreover, the color 
and "make-up" vary as much as the 
size, the most curious variety being 
the eye-spot with a perfectly trans- 
parent centre, ~iicli looks just aa 
though, a small piece of glass or mica 
had been let into the insect's wing. 


Now, such very striking and com- 


plicated markings cannot have be- 
C9ine characteristic of large families 
of butterflies and nctas without some 
important meaning attaching to tee 
ci-cunstance, and it has bean sug- 
gested as possible that the "eye" 
possesses some protective value in 
that it would be likely to attract 
birds as a pcint at which to strike. 
If a bird, wrien in cnase of a butter- 
fly or moth, were to pierca one of its 
eye-spots, little damage would fcs 
done to the insect, which woulfi gaia 
time to evade its pursuer. 
On ths 


other hand, the fate of an iasscl 
T7ould be sealed if a bird ones strucS 
and injured its body. This sugges- 
tion, was first made by Darwin.— 
Scientific American.

Nitro-Giycarme and Dynamite.

A 
scum slowlr forms on the surface of 
the fluid. This is carefully skimmed 
off and washed thoroughly to remove 
all free acid. The innocent and harm- 
less glycerine has then developed ex- 
plosive properties of a faarful nature. 
Dynamite is prepared by s-oaking a 
peculiar varier. of earth with nitro- 
glycerine. 
The Srst man to devise 


the present mode of utilizing nitro- 
•glycerine was a Swsdish engineer, 
named Xobel. He made millions of 
dollars cut of the business of manufac- 
turing dynamite pad allied substances. 
•Gun cotton is nothing but ordinary 
cotton soaked in the same acids as 
are used in making nitro-giycerine. 
Though the fibre must be v.-asaed. ex- 
actly as nitroglycerine is, the mjs- 
terious transformation in its character 
takes place quickly. 


Figs Fn the California Desert. 


In no part of the world do figs at- 


tain greater perfection of size and fla- 
vor than at the basis of Palm Springs, 
in the Colorado Desert of Southern 
California. 
They ripen earlier than 


elsewhere, and. the hundreds of sexes 
of this fruit sent out annually by 
whites and Indians are eagerly sought 
at fane/ prices. Persian and Egyptian 
dates are gro^n here, where the cli- 
mate is alrncst duplicate of that in 
their natural habitat. Oi'anges, lem- 
ons, peaches, plums, grapes, melons, 
vegetables and. profusions of beautiful 
flowers grow I-jxuriantly.

Muffling tanks to minimize the noise 
of the escape of exhaust steam fron: 
high-pressure non-condensing steam 
engines are sometimes needed. Ir 
such cases it suffices to insert neai 
the engine a tank of 15 or 20 times 
the volume of the cylinder and con- 
tinue the exhaust pipe from this muf- 
fler. This will do away with the dis 
tartance caused by Iiigh-pressure ex- 
aaust steam passing through a tor 
tuoas exhaust p"r,e.—Scientific Amer- 
ican.

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She Paints the Peacock and 
(A Leopard—Not For Art's Sake 


It is probable that the ancestors of 
the peacock were completely clothed 
In dull-colored feathers» just as are 
certain species of grouse and turkey 
at the present day. But nature willed 
that the peacock should become of all 
birds the most magnificent. 
Thus, in 
the second and third feathers of the 
series we can trace dimly a small col- 
ored spot In the centre of each. 
This 
spot is the commencement of the eye- 
spot, and if we continue to pass the 
feathers in review, we see this spot 
grow larger and more brilliant. 
The 
colors settle themselves, as it were, 
Into rings, the feather itself Increas- 
ing in size with every improvement 
until, by closely linked stages, each 
of which is represented by an actual 
feather in the peacock's train, the 
triumph of the perfect eye-spot is 
reached. 


Now if, as seems highly probable, 
we have just been treated toa glimpse 
of the innumerable stages of gradual 
improvement 
through 
which 
this 
wonderful ornament was brought to 
perfection, we are justified In assert- 
ing that the eye-spot is far from be- 
ing a thing of chance. 
It is obviously 
the outcome of intention. 
Some mys- 
terious power has been constantly at 
work, age after age, with the definite 
object of producing a thing of superb 
beauty. 
So far as our present knowl- 
edge enables us to judge, this power 
consists in what we may call the in- 
herent 
tendency 
to vary which tn 
evinced by all living things. 
This is, 
as it were, the motive force, but it Is 
harnessed, 
restrained 
and 
driven 
along a definite channel by what Dar- 
win called "natural selection." 


So much for the production of the 
peacock's eye-spot; nor is there any 
reason for doubt that the other re- 
currences of the eye-spot in nature 
are all the outcome of a similar evo- 
lutionary process. 
For, be it noted, 
the distinction of the ocellus does not 
belong only to birds. 
The mark Is 
present In a crude form on the hides 
of certain mamraals, such as the ja- 
guar, the leopard and the ocelot. Two 
or three kinds of fish also show it. 
The North American eared sunfish, 
for Instance, has In the breeding sea- 
son a beautiful and very perfect eye- 
spot just where one would expect to 
find the ear of a higher animal. 
It 
Is from this mark that the fish takes 
Its popular name. 
Further, among 
Insects, 
especially 
among 
certain 
groups of butterñles and moths, the 
ayo-spot is extremely common; while 
It is again recognizable on several 
shells of the pretty cowrie group. 


In every case of its recurrence the 
eye-spot is not solely a thing of beau- 
ty, but it also has some definite and 
utilitarian connection with the life 
histories of those creatures 
which 
possess it. 


Take first the mammals. 
It may 
be said at once that the crude eye- 
markings ou the hides of these big 
3ats are certainly protective. To those 
who knov/ the leopard and the jaguar 
only as captives in zoological collec- 
cion this-may not be obvious. 
But all 
hunters and naturalists who have ob- 
served these creatures at home in for- 
est or jungle agree that the eye-spots 
resemble closely patches of shade and 
sunlight, 
cast 
upon 
the 
ground 
through a screen of foliage. 
It only 
rsrnains to be said that the jaguar 
ind the leopard are both frequenters 
Df forest land, and the 
protective 
valuo of their spotted hides becomes 
rtbvious. 
Moreover, besides 
hiding 
C h e n from possible enemies, the eye- 
spots are of assistance to these beasts 
when they are lying in wait for their 
prey. 
Aruong the branches of a tree 
the jaguar is unobserved by its vic- 
tim, which wanders unsuspectingly to 
Its doom. 


With birds there can 
be 
little 
doubt that the eye-spot is an orna- 
tnent pure and sinple, albeit an orna- 
ment with a very definite use. 
It 
bears a most important part in bird 
courtship. • Birds 
are 
particularly 
punctilious in all matters in conne.c- 
:ion with love-making, and it is inva- 
riably the male who makes the first 
idvancos. 
The female, especially in 
che case of species where the male is 
resplendentl/ colored, is 
generally 
;oy and watchful. 
She 
makes 
it 
3lear to her suitor that she will not 
surrender her liberty at once, and the 
:ock bird must make use of all the 
3harns with which nature has en- 
dowed him ere he may possess him- 
self of his bride. 
Indeed, it may be 
said that ao a general rule the most 
gorgeous and sprightly cock will find 
ihe least difficulty in providing hin^- 
self with a hen. 
These facts doubt- 
less account in groat measure for the 
orilliant colors a;id extraordinary or- 
aar^ents which are so often the ex- 
ilusive characteristic of cock birds, 
rhey account, also, for the eye-spot, 
which is borne only by the male birds 
and discarded by them at the molt 
(vhlch succeeds the breeding season. 
Those who have watched peafowl at 
:ho period of their courting will know 
ivell what an Important part is played 
Dy.the wonderful tall of eye-spotted 
feathers. 
The peacock 
struts 
and 
iances before the indifferent hen, and 
cianifests an absorbing deíBir^ to show 
aimsolf off to the best possible advan- 
É se, 


The peacock pheasant from Ceylon 
k said to make use of its eye-Fpots to 
ittract a mate in much the same man- 
aer. 
Moreover, in this instance the 
jye-spots constitute the onir 
orna- 
nents possessed by the bird — the 
groundwork of the feathers being a 
iniform mottled brown, upon which 
he colored eye-spots stand out con- 
ipicuously. 


The recurrence oí thC^ye-spot; upon 


eeveral fishes has probabljr the 9am« 
significance as in the ^caBe of birds. 
The males of manyflshes assume bril- 
liant colors for the breeding season, 
and the ocelli are probably a highly 
specialized form of ornament pro- 
duced With a like object. 
The facts 
that the eye-spots are small, or en- 
tirely absent, in the case of the fe- 
males, and that they appear upon the 
males only during the breeding sea- 
son, lend strong support to this the- 
ory. 


The eye-spots which are so com* 
monly seen upon certain kinds of in» 
sects are particularly interesting. 
In 
the case of certain kinds of caterpil* 
lars and beetles there is little doubt 
that they are protective—rendering 
their possessors terrifying in the eyes 
of possible enemies. 
This theory li 
materially strengthened by the fad 
that such Insects usually have some 
trick or device at their disposal, bj 
means of which the eye-spots becomi 
more obvious and striking when dan- 
ger threatens. 
Bates, for example 
mentions a case in which a Soutl 
American caterpillar startled ever] 
one to whom it was shown by itj 
snake-like appearance—an aspect de- 
pendent almost entirely upon its pos- 
session of eye-like markings, coupled 
with the peculiar pose of Its bodj 
when at rest. 
The same is the cas< 
with certain Old World hawk mott 
larvae belonging to the family Chaer 
ocampedae. 
Several 
species 
whict 
possess eye-spots upon the anterioi 
segments of the body have-a habit oi 
withdrawing the head and first thre< 
body segments into the fourth and 
fifth segments when alarmed. 
Th< 
front portion of the body is thus ab 
normally swollen, looking like th< 
head of an animal, and upon it enor 
mous, terrible looking eyes are prom- 
inent. 
The effect is greatly height 
ened by the suddenness of the trans- 
formation — an innocent and incon- 
spicuous 
animal 
being 
suddenly 
turned Into what appears to be as 
awful monster. 
These 
caterpillari 
are, of course, perfectly harmless, bui 
as they are sufficiently snake-like tc 
startle human beings, it is not un* 
reasonable to suppose that birds and 
other insectivorous creatures are of- 
ten equally alarmed, and pass or 
their way without molesting whal 
they judge to be some dangerous rep- 
tile. 


The fact that the eye-spots of these 
caterpillars do not, as a rule, attraci 
especial notice while the insects are 
quietly feeding will bear emphasiz- 
ing. 
But as soon as the "terrifying 
attitude" is assumed in response to a 
danger signal, the eye-spots—owing 
to the swelling of the body segments 
—become enormous and prominent. 


Very striking eye-spots are seen 
upon the thoraces of beetles belong- 
ing to the Central American genus 
Alaus. 
These ocelli are delineated 
actually upon the hard integument 
and cannot therefore be really more 
prominent at one time than another. 
Yet their power to terrify Is mHcb 
heightened when the beetle assumes 
the attitude with which it is accus- 
tomed to respond to signs of danger. 
It belongs to the -great "click beetle" 
family, and has the power of hurling 
itself into the air, v/hen frightened, 
and falling to the ground with legs 
and antennae tucked tightly beneath 
it. 
In this position it will remain, 
seeming to felgu death, for an indefi- 
nite period. 


When surprised by a hungry bird 
then the beetle not only hurls itself 
out of immediate danger,but prepares 
a surprise for its eneray in the event 
of pursuit and discovery. 
For, with 
Its legs and antennae tucked out oi 
sight, it has all the appearance of a 
dangerous and uncanny looking rep- 
tile, and the hungry but now thor- 
oughly disconcerted bird turns away 
in search of some more appetizing ob- 
ject. 
Then the beetle, after waiting 
a few seconds to make sure that the 
bird has really decamped, puts out its 
feet and feelers and goes merrily 
about its business. 
Its strange eye* 
spots have been its salvation. 


By far the most numerous recur- 
rences of the eye-spot in the Insect 
world are seen.upon the wings of but- 
terflies and moths. In some instances 
the distinctive mark is small and oft 
repeated; In others It Is large, soU^ 
tary and staring. 
Moreover, the color 
and ''make-up" vary as much as the 
size, the most curious variety being 
the eye-spot with a perfectly trans- 
parent centre, which looks just a« 
though a small piece of glass or mica 
had been let into the Insect's wing. 


Now, such very striking and com- 
plicated markings cannot have be- 
come characteristic of lars0 familiea 
of butterflies and raoths without soma 
important meaning attaching to the 
circumstance, and it has bee^ sug- 
gested as possible that the 
"eye" 
possesses some protective value in 
that it would be likely to attract 
birds as a point at which to strike. 
If a bird, when in chase of a butteri* 
fly or moth, were to pierce one of Iti 
eye-spots, little 
damage 
would bfi 
done to the insect, which would gain 
time to evade its pursuer. 
On thtf 
other hand, the fate of an insect 
would be sealed if a bird once struci 
and injured its body. 
This sugges- 
tion 
was first made by Darwin,— 
Scientific American. 


Two Opinion» of Solitude. 


m i l e serving in Nebraska, Dr. Wal- 
ter Reed, remombered for his dtaK 
tlngulshod service in the extermln«* 
tlon of yellow fever, was frequently 
<;alled on to practise among the gran- 
gers, 'Who eke out a bare subsistence 
by trying to farm where the rainfall 
is barely sufficient for a good crop 
once inkhr^e years. 
In the winters, 
nzy^ the author of "Walter Reed and 
Yellow Fever," he' was often obliged, 
in the discharge of his professional 
duties, to take journeys on horseback 
that were dangerous from the risk of 
being overtaken by a blizzard. 


A little incident occurred on one 
of these expeditions 
which 
Doctor 
Reed always referred to with amuse- 
ment as an instance of the difference 
in man's ''point of view." 


He was sent for while a blizzard 
was raging and the thermometer was 
below zero to go a distance of twelve 
miles to see a sick woman. He start- 
ed at sunset in a driving wind, out on 
to .the open prairie, iw-here nothing 
could be fiivsn but a sheet of snow, 
stretching miles and miles ahead of 
him, Avithout a landmark visible. 
It 
was not long before he lost his way. 
and wandered about for hours, when 
suddenly a little beacon of light ap- 
peared, and.he found the tiny cabin 
ho was seeking. 


The woman iwas very ill, and he 
could not leave her until the next af- 
ternoon. during which time the hus- 
band did 'his best to entertain him. 


While they were sitting before the 
rickety stove waiting for some coffee 
to ^oll, the old man drawled out: 


"Well, doc. I often feel sorry for 
you folks at the post. 
I know you 
all must git powerful lonely

Nitro-GIycerine and Dynamite. 


Nitro-gl>cerine is made by spray- 
ing ordinary glycerine into a mixture 
composed of one - part of nitric acid 
and two parts of sulphuric acid. 
A 
scum slowly forms on the surface of 
the fluid. This is carefully skimmed 
off and washed thoroughly to remove 
all free acid. The innocent and harm- 
less glycerine has then developed ex- 
plosive properties of a fearful nature. 
Dj'namite is prepared by soaking a 
peculiar variety of earth with nitro- 
glycerine. 
The first man to devise 
the present mode of utilizing nitro- 
iglycerine was a -Swedish engineer, 
named Nobel. 
He made millions of 
dollars out of the business of manufac- 
turing dynamite and allied substances. 
Gun cotton is nothing but ordinary 
cotton soaked in the same acids as 
are used in making nitro-glycerine. 
Though the fibre must be washed, ex- 
actly as nitro-glycerine is, the mys- 
terious transformation in its character 
takes place quickly.

She Paints the Peacock and 
Leopard—Not For Art’s Sake 
r-i 


It is probable that the ancestors of 
the peacock were completely clothed 
In dull-colored feathers, just as are 
certain species of grouse and turkey 
at the present day. But nature willed 
that the peacock should become of all 
birds the most magnificent. 
Thus, in 
the second and third feathers of the 
series we can trace dimly a small col­ 
ored spot in the centre of each. This 
spot is the commencement of the eye- 
spot, and if we continue to pass the 
feathers in review, we see this spot 
grow larger and more brilliant. 
The 
colors settle themselves, as it were, 
Into rings, the feather Itself increas­ 
ing in size with every improvement 
until, by closely linked stages, each 
of which is represented by an actual 
feather in the peacock’s train, the 
triumph of the perfect eye-spot is 
reached. 


Now if, as seems highly probable, 
we have just been treated to a glimpse 
of the innumerable stages of gradual 
Improvement 
through 
which 
this 
wonderful ornament was brought to 
perfection, we are justified in assert­ 
ing that the eye-spot is far from be­ 
ing a thing of chance. It is obviously 
the outcome of intention. Some mys­ 
terious power has been constantly at 
work, age after age, with the definite 
object of producing a thing of superb 
beauty. So far as our present knowl­ 
edge enables us to judge, this power 
consists in what we may call the in­ 
herent tendency to vary which tn 
evinced by all living things. 
This is, 
as it were, the motive force, but it is 
harnessed, 
restrained 
and 
driven 
along a definite channel by what Dar­ 
win called "natural selection." 


So much for the production of the 
peacock’s eye-spot; nor is there any 
reason for doubt that the other re­ 
currences of the eye-spot in nature 
are all the outcome of a similar evo­ 
lutionary process. 
For, be it noted, 
the distinction of the ocellus does not 
belong only to birds. 
The mark is 
present in a crude form on the hides 
of certain mammals, such as the ja­ 
guar, the leopard and the ocelot. Two 
or three kinds of fish also show it. 
The North American eared sunfish, 
for instance, has in the breeding sea­ 
son a beautiful and very perfect eye- 
spot just where one would expect to 
find the ear of a higher animal. 
It 
is from this mark that the fish takes 
” Its popular name. 
Further, among 
Insects, 
especially 
among 
certain 
groups of butterflies and moths, the 
ayc-spot is extremely common; while 
It is again recognizable on several 
shells of the pretty cowrie group. 


In every case of its recurrence the 
eye-spot is not solely a thing of beau­ 
ty, but it also has some definite and 
utilitarian connection with the life 
histories of those creatures which 
possess it. 


Take first the mammals. 
It may 
be said at once that the crude eye- 
markings on the hides of these big 
2ats are certainly protective. To those 
who know the leopard and the jaguar 
only as captives in zoological collec­ 
tion this-may not be obvious. But all 
hunters and naturalists who have ob­ 
served these creatures at home in for- 
3st or jungle agree that the eye-spots 
resemble closely patches of shade and 
sunlight, 
cast 
upon 
the 
ground 
through a screen of foliage. 
It only 
remains to be said that the jaguar 
md the leopard are both frequenters 
Df forest land, and the protective 
valuo of their spotted hides becomes 
.obvious. 
Moreover, besides hiding 
them from possible enemies, the eye- 
spots are of assistance to these beasts 
when they are lying in wait for their 
prey. 
Among the branches of a tree 
the jaguar i3 unobserved by its vic­ 
tim, which wanders unsuspectingly to 
Its doom. 


With birds there can 
be 
little 
doubt that the eye-spot is an orna­ 
ment pure and simple, albeit an orna­ 
ment with a very definite use. 
It 
bears a most important part in bird 
courtship. • Birds 
are 
particularly 
punctilious In all matters in connec­ 
tion with love-making, and it is inva­ 
riably the male who makes the first 
idvanccs. 
The female, especially in 
the case of species where the male is 
resplendently colored, is generally 
;oy and watchful. 
She 
makes 
it 
:lear to her suitor that she will not 
surrender her liberty at once, and the 
:ock bird must make use of all the 
sham s with which nature has en­ 
dowed him ere he may possess him­ 
self of his bride. 
Indeed, it may be 
jaid that ao a general rule the most 
gorgeous and sprightly cock will find 
the least difficulty in providing him­ 
self with a hen. 
These facts doubt­ 
less account in groat measure for the 
orilliant colors a^id extraordinary or- 
aaments which are so often the ex­ 
clusive characteristic of cock birds. 
They account, also, for the eye-spot, 
which is borne only by the male birds 
and discarded by them at the molt 
which succeeds the breeding season. 
Those who have watched peafowl at 
:hq period of their courting will know 
tvell what an important part is played 
•>y*the wonderful tail of eye-spotted 
feathers. 
The peacock struts and 
iance3 before the indifferent hen, and 
manifests an absorbing degir^ to show 
himself off to the best possible advan­ 
c e , 


The peacock pheasant from Ceylon 
k said to make use of its eye-ppots to 
ittract a mate in much the same man- 
aer. 
Moreover, in this instance the 
jye-spots constitute the onir orna- 
nents possessed by the bird — the 
groundwork of the feathers being a 
iniform mottled brown, upon which 
he colored eye-spots stand out con- 
ipicuously. 


The recurrence of thCeye-spot upon 


several fishes baa probabljr the sam* 
significance as in the %case of birds. 
The males of manyfishes assume bril­ 
liant colors for the breeding season, 
and the ocelli are probably a highly 
specialized form of ornament pro­ 
duced with a like object. 
The facts 
that the eye-spots are small, or en­ 
tirely absent, in the case of the fe­ 
males, and that they appear upon the 
males only during the breeding sea­ 
son, lend strong support to this the* 
ory. 


The eye-spots which are so com* 
monly seen upon certain kinds of in­ 
sects are particularly interesting. 
In 
the case of certain kinds of caterpil­ 
lars and beetles there is little doubl 
that they are protective—rendering 
their possessors terrifying in the eyes 
of possible enemies. 
This theory ii 
materially strengthened by the fact 
that such insects usually have some 
trick or device at their disposal, bj 
means of which the eye-spots becomi 
more obvious and striking when dan* 
ger threatens. 
Bates, for example 
mentions a case In which a Soutl 
American caterpillar startled even 
one to whom it was shown by iti 
snake-like appearance—an aspect de­ 
pendent almost entirely upon its pos< 
session of eye-like markings, coupled 
with the peculiar pose of its bods 
when at rest. 
The same is the cas< 
with certain Old World hawk mott 
larvae belonging to the family Chaer* 
ocampedae. 
Several species whlct 
possess eye-spots upon the anterioi 
segments of the body have a habit oi 
withdrawing the head and first thre< 
body segments into the fourth and 
fifth segments when alarmed. 
The 
front portion of the body is thus ab­ 
normally swollen, looking like th< 
head of an animal, and upon it enor 
mous, terrible looking eyes are prom* 
inent. 
The effect is greatly height 
ened by the suddenness of the trans* 
formation — an innocent and incon­ 
spicuous 
animal 
being 
suddenly 
turned into what appears to be an 
awful monster. 
These caterpillar* 
are, of course, perfectly harmless, bui 
as they are sufficiently snake-like tc 
startle human beings, it is not un* 
reasonable to suppose that birds and 
other insectivorous creatures are of* 
ten equally alarmed, and pass or 
their way without molesting whal 
they judge to be some dangerous rep­ 
tile. 


The fact that the eye-spots of these 
caterpillars do not, as a rule, attracl 
especial notice while the insects arc 
quietly feeding will bear emphasiz­ 
ing. 
But as soon as the “terrifying 
attitude” is assumed in response to a 
danger signal, the eye-spots— owing 
to the swelling of the body segments 
—become enormous and prominent. 


Very striking eye-spots are seen 
upon the thoraces of beetles belong­ 
ing to the Central American genus 
Alaus. 
These ocelli are delineated 
actually upon the hard integument 
and cannot therefore be really more 
prominent at one time than another. 
Yet their power to terrify is much 
heightened when the beetle assumes 
the attitude with which it is accus* 
tomed to respond to signs of danger. 
It belongs to the -great “click beetle'1 
family, and has the power of hurling 
itself into the air, when frightened, 
and falling to the ground with legs 
and antennae tucked tightly beneath 
it. 
In this position it will remain, 
seeming to feign death, for an indefi­ 
nite period. 


When surprised by a hungry bird 
then the beetle not only hurls itself 
out of immediate danger,but prepares 
a surprise for its enemy in the event 
of pursuit and discovery. 
For, with 
its legs and antennae tucked out of 
sight, it has all the appearance of a 
dangerous and uncanny looking rep­ 
tile, and the hungry but now thor­ 
oughly disconcerted bird turns away 
in search of some more appetizing ob­ 
ject. 
Then the beetle, after waiting 
a few seconds to make sure that the 
bird has really decamped, puts out its 
feet and feelers and goes merrily 
about its business. 
Its strange eye* 
spots have been its salvation. 


By far the most numerous recur­ 
rences of the eye-spot in the insect 
world are seen.upon the wings of but­ 
terflies and moths. In some instances 
the distinctive mark Is small and oft 
repeated; in others it is large, soil* 
tary and staring. Moreover, the color 
and “make-up" vary as much as the 
size, the most curious variety being 
the eye-spot with a perfectly trans­ 
parent centre, which looks just as 
though a small piece of glass or mica 
had been let into the insect’s wing. 


Now, such very striking and com­ 
plicated markings cannot have be­ 
come characteristic of large familiea 
of butterflies and moths without some 
important meaning attaching to the 
circumstance, and it has beep. sug­ 
gested as possible that the “eye" 
possesses some protective value in 
that it would be likely to attract 
birds as a point at which to strike. 
If a bird, when in chase of a butter* 
fly or moth, were to pierce one of iti 
eye-spots, little damage would bi 
done to the insect, which would gaiu 
time to evade its pursuer. 
On tin 
other hand, the fate of an insect 
would be sealed if a bird once struci 
and injured its body. 
This sugges­ 
tion was first made by Darwin.--* 
Scientific American.

While serving in Nebraska, Df* Wal* 


ter Reed, remembered for his dis­ 
tinguished service in the extermina* 
tion of yellow fever, was frequently 
balled bn to practise among the gran­ 
gers, »who eke out a bare subsistence 
•by trying to farm where the rainfall 
is barely sufficient for a good crop 
once in^thrse years. In the winters, 
«ays the author of “Walter Reed and 
Yellow Fever,” he‘ was often obliged, 
in the discharge of his professional 
duties, to take journeys on horseback 
that were dangerous from the risk of 
being overtaken by a blizzard. 


A little incident occurred 011 one 
of these expeditions which 
Doctor 
Reed always referred to with amuse­ 
ment as an instance of the difference 
in man’s **polnt of view." 


He was sent for while a blizzard 
was raging and the thermometer was 
below zero to go a distance of twelve 
miles to see a sick woman. He start­ 
ed at sunset in a driving wind, out on 
to .the open prairie, «where nothing 
could be £ ^ n but a sheet of snow, 
stretching miles and miles ahead of 
him, without a landmark visible. 
It 
was not long before he lost his way, 
and wandered about for hours, when 
suddenly a little beacon of light ap­ 
peared, and he found the tiny cabin 
he was seeking. 


The woman iwas very ill, and he 
could not leave her until the next af­ 
ternoon, during which time the hus­ 
band did MS' best to entertain him. 


While they were sitting before the 
rickety stove waiting for some coffee 
to boil, the old man drawled out: 


“Well, doc, I often feel sorry for 
you folks at the post. 
I know you 
all must git powerful lonely some­ 
times.^

within sight of the* railroad-station; 
and Doctor Reed, with the recollec­ 
tion of it in his mind, was at that 
very moment commiserating inward­ 
ly the utter isolation of this poor old 
pair in their remote cabin. 


Nuc»krats as Food. 


'One dealer on Dock street sell! 
about three thousand muskrats a 
w^ek. Theso aro purchased principal 
by negroes, «who are very fond Oi 
the dish, though it is whispered that 
in season at some of the restaurants 
muskrat often masquerades as rabbit 
It is somewhat similar to the latter 
in taste, but sweeter, and those who 
have eaten it pronounco it all right 
For this market the rats come al­ 
ready skinned,- and, when possible, 
frozen. 
They aro found everywhere 
in the vicinity, but a chief source 
of supply is Salem, N. J., where the 
catching of them is something or an 
industry. 
Whenever they are found 
they are frozen and kept until the 
supply on hand is sufficient for a ship­ 
ment, and then dispatched to this 
city. 
They are eaten in many small 
places by people who catch them, bui 
aro not sold at retail except in the 
larger cities.—Philadelphia Record. 


Nitro-Glycerine and Dynamite. 


Nitro-glycerine is made by spray­ 
ing ordinary glycerine into a mixture 
composed of one *part of nitric acid 
and two parts of sulphuric acid. 
A 
scum slowly forms on the surface of 
the fluid. 
This is carefully skimmed 
off and washed thoroughly to remove 
all free acid. The innocent and harm­ 
less glycerine has then developed ex­ 
plosive properties of a fearful nature. 
Dynamite is prepared by soaking a 
peculiar variety of earth with nitro­ 
glycerine. 
The first man to devise 
the present mode of utilizing nitro­ 
glycerine was a «Swedish engineer, 
named Nobel. 
He made millions of 
dollars out of the business of manufac­ 
turing dynamite and allied substances. 
Gun cotton is nothing but ordinary 
cotton soaked in the same acids as 
are used in making nitro-glycerine. 
Though the fibre must be washed, ex­ 
actly as nitro-glycerine is, the mys­ 
terious transformation in its character 
takes place quickly. 


Figs in the California Desert. 


In no part of the world do figs at­ 
tain greater -perfection of size and fla­ 
vor than at the basis of Palm Springs, 
in the Colorado Desert of Southern 
California. 
They ripen earlier than 
elsewhere, and the hundreds of boxes 
of this fruit sent out annually by 
whites and Indians are eagerly sought 
at fancy prices. Persian and Egyptian 
dates are grown here, where the cli­ 
mate is almost duplicate of that in 
their natural habitat. 
Oranges, lem­ 
ons, peaches, plums, grapes, melons, 
vegetables and profusions of beautiful 
flowers grow luxuriantly. A graceful 
desert willow circles velvet meadows 
where scores of cattle browse.—Travel 
Magazine. 


The Largest City. 


The biggest city in the world fifty 
years to come will be Berlin. 
That 
is the calculation of Herr Olumke, a 
noted statistician. Its population »will 
be near 14,000,000 and its only serious 
rival will be New York. 


In a pamphlet he has written to 
set forth this prophetic theory Herr 
Olumke says the population of Berlin 
is increasing more rapidly than that 
of any other city except Budapest, 
Hungary, Today Greater Berlin con­ 
tains more than 3,000,000 inhabitants. 
The rapid growth with Berlin’s po­ 
litical and commercial importance will 
place the Prussian capital ahead of 
London, Paris and New York. 
Ho 
calculates that London in 1953 will 
have 7,000,0u0 inhabitants.—Chicago 
Tribune,
